One has to search history to find a p eacetim e crisis of equal 
importance to the future history of civilization. 
I he words of Lincoln come unfailingly to m in d : 
. . our fathers brought forth upon this 
continent a new nation, conceived in liberty, an d 
dedicated to the proposition that all m en are c re ­ 
ated equal. Now we are engaged in a great civil 
war, testing whether that nation, or any nation so 
conceived and so dedicated, can long en d u re.“ 
lf this country makes the shift over to Socialism , as m ay be 
ab le to happen within the next hundred days, it will m ark the 
failure of the last remaining experiment in an ideal which w as 
the hope of centuries— self-government. 
I his is civil war, in the broad sense of being an attack upon 
fundamental government. 
It is a war of ballots, not bullets, of 
course; correctly understood, it is precisely what the C o m ­ 
munists long ago found a name for— revolution by consent. 
But the issue of which Lincoln sp o k e, in the lines ab o v e, is 
still the issue today: the survival, as a principal of our g o v e rn ­ 
ment, of the concept that mankind w as created free an d equal. 
Socialism is the dental of m ankind s fre e d o m ; it is the denial 
of mankind's equality. Those fre e d o m s which our D eclaration 
of Independence proclaimed, those of “ life, liberty and in d e ­ 
pendence," become under Socialism at best no m ore than p e r­ 
missive privileges; to be w ithdraw n im m ediately w henever the 
heads of gevernment decide to w ithdray them.
